Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 2. The 
state of Missouri, under tho admin­ 
istration of Governor Frederick I). 
Gardner, finished 1917 with a bal­ 
ance of $146,908.10 in the general 
revenue fund of the state. 
This was revealed last night in 
the annual financial 
report made 
by State Auditor George E. Haek- 
mann of receipts and disbursements 
of the state during the past year. 
The receipts for the state reve­ 
nue fund for 1917 were $6,430,291.12, 
an increase of $696,189.50 over tile 
previous year. 
The disbursements 
from the same fund in 1917 amount­ 
ed 
to 
$4,107,086.75, while $5,258,- 
984.09 was paid out of the fund in 
1916. 
All of the money due the state 
school fund has been paid from the 
general revenue fund. The required 
one-third of all money paid into the 
general revenue fund for the entire 
year has been placed in the school 
fund, which had a balance Decem­ 
ber 31 of $774,769.59. 
When Governor Gardner was in­ 
ducted into office the state faced a 
deficit of $2,150,000. This was met 
with a loan from St .Louis banks, 
and the present balance in the gen­ 
eral revenues will form a nucleus 
on which the loan will be paid. 
There was a balance December 31 
of $20,003.28 in the earning and re­ 
volving fund of the penitentiary. 
During the year 
the 
state 
also 
spent $320,000 to equip plants in 
the penitentiary. The report shows 
a balance in the state road fund of 
$485,006.17, and a balance of $340,- 
054.87 in the capitol building fund. 
The largest increase for the gen­ 
eral revenue fund was in collectors* 
taxes and licenses . These receipts 
amounted to $4,373,491.09, 
an 
in­ 
crease of $560,292.72. 
Substantial increases also wore 
made in taxes collected lrom for­ 
eign insurance companies, interest 
on state deposits and fees from the 
state oil inspector.
